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ABSTRACT 

Alaost 700 black undergraduates responded to a 
questionnaire investigating the educational characteristics f 
experiences, and outcoaes of black undergraduates at six 
predmninantly white state-supported caaqpuses. It iras found that 
students in the study entered college vlth established histories of 
acadenic achievemnt, caaw fr^ sujority-black schools, and now found 
theaselves in the uafaailiar situation of being in a decided 
Minority, with little contact with black faculty staff. The students 
reported relatively good relations with their peers in the classrooa, 
but little contact outside the classroos. They also reported frequent 
exposure to racial discriaination, on the part of students, staff, 
and faculty. Most students believed white professors to be concerned 
about their success, Imt felt that the professors soiMtiaes evaluated 
black academic perforaance unfairly. Socially^ the black students 
felt at a sa^rere disadvantage. Though aost were reasonably satisfied 
with their financial aid, over » third felt that other support 
services were unsatisfactory. Finally, despite obvious probleas, the 
students clearly possessed high perceptions of self. Overall, the 
stiMly revealed a treaendous gap between black student needs on white 
caapuses and the currently existing policies and programs of those 
caiqpuses.
